G.S.R. 737(E).—Tn exercise of the powers con- 
1 erred by sub-secMon (1) read with clause (b) of 
sub-section (2) of section. 60 of the Railways Act, 
1989 (24 of 1989), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the 
Railway Passengers (Cancellation, o'f tickets and 
refund of fares) Rules, 1990, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway 
Passengers (cancellation of tickets and refund of 
fares) Amendment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the fourth 
day of October, 1994. 

2. In the Railway Passengers (cancellation of 
tickets and refund of fares) Rules, 1990, — 

(1) in rule 2, for clause (7), the following 
clause shall he substituted, namely : — 


(1) Save as otherwise provided in these 
rules, every refund of fare on unused 
unreserved ticket shall, when such 
ticket is presented for refund of fare 
to the station master of ticket issuing 
station, be granted by such station 
master after verification of genuineness 
of ticket fromt the record of the sta¬ 
tion. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided in these 
rules, every refund of fare on reserved 
tickets, RAC tickets and wait-listed 
tickets shall, when such tickets are 
presented for refund of fare to the 
station master of ticket issuing station, 
be granted by such station master 
after verification of genuineness of 
tickets and their particulars through 
computer or from the record of the 
station. 

Provided that refund of fare may be granted by 
the s’ation master of any other station also subject 
to the condition that — 

(i) the ticket is surrendered for refund 
of fare during working hours of 
the reservation office and before the 
preparation of reservation chart, of 
the concerned train, for the station 
from where the ticket is valid; 

(ii) the genuineness of ticket and its 
particulars arc verifiable at the re¬ 
fund granting s'ation through com¬ 
puter or from record of the station; 

(iii) if the conditions (i) and (ii) 
above are not fulfilled, a ticket 
deposit receipt- will be issued to the 
passenger in lieu of the surrendered 
ticket, who will send an application 
for refund to the Chief Commercial 
Manager (Refunds) of ticket issu¬ 
ing railway enclosing the original 
ticket deposit receipt,”.
